A statement read to a news co n­ 
ference by Press Officer Linco ln 
White said: 
“ Ambassado r Bo hlen, who fo re­ 
saw and repo rted the pro bable eli­ 
minatio n o f Beria sev eral day s ago , 
is no w returning to the United 
States in o rder that the Secretary 
o f State may hav e the o ppo rtunity 
o f perso nal co nsultatio n with him 
relativ e to dev elo pments in the U. 
S. S. R. while the fo reign ministers’ 
co nference is in sessio n.” 
Bo hlen is fly ing to Washingto n 
fro m Paris where he went o n v aca­ 
tio n after sending in his repo rt o n 
Beria. Officials said his v acatio n 
trip was planned so that if the Be­ 
ria purge came o ff he wo uld be 
able to get ho me quickly to discuss 
it. 
The prime questio n fo r the West­ 
ern wo rld is whether Beria’s do wn­ 
fall fo reshado ws a change in So v iet 
fo reign po licy .

There were 
141 accidents last mo nth and pro p­ 
erty damage amo unted to $55.150. 
with 86 perso ns being injured. 
New Madrid Co unty had 22 acci­ 
dents and pro perty damage to tal­ 
ing $6880; Sto ddard. 12 and $39 50; 
Sco tt, eight and $3160; and Mis­ 
sissippi, fo ur and $89 0. One co unty 
in the area. Ripley , had no acci­ 
dents last mo nth. 
During the first six mo nths o f 
19 53 members o f Tro o p E inv es- 
; tigated 7 81 traffic accidents, where­ 
in 53 perso ns were killed, 519 in­ 
jured and pro perty damage w’as 
estimated at o v er $450,000. 
The figures 
fo r the nex t six 
mo nths o f 19 53 co uld easily sho w 
a decrease in accidents, perso ns 
injured and perso ns killed, if the 
driv ers o n o ur highway s wo uld use 
just a little mo re cautio n, driv e a 
bit mo re careful and be mo re co ur­ 
teo us to their fello w driv ers, Wallis 
co ncluded.

bro ader field o f study than the 
Ho o v er co mmissio n, which was set 
up in 
19 47 and functio ned fo r 
abo ut two y ears. Fo r o ne thing, the 
new co mmissio n will be directed 
to Iook 
into federal activ ities in 
co mpetitio n with 
priv ate enter­ 
prise. 
The co mmissio n o n inter-go v ­ 
ernmental relatio ns will lo o k into 
duplicatio n o f federal and state 
tax atio n and the pro per ro le o f 
the federal go v ernment generally 
in relatio n to state and lo cal go v ­ 
ernments. It will hav e 25 mem­ 
bers. Of these, the President will 
pick 15, and fiv e each will be 
named by the Ho use and Senate.

Officials 
hav e said that a cro p o f mo re than 
3.350,000,000 bushels this y ear might 
require use o f pro ductio n co ntro ls 
nex t y ear to keep surpluses fro m 
getting larger. 
The wheat estim ate is 42,208 ,000 
bushels mo re than the 1,132,500.- 
000-bushel fo recast o f a mo nth ago 
It co mpares with last y ear’s cro p

Secretary Benso n has inv o ked 
marketing quo tas o n nex t y ear’s 
wheat cro p to prev ent accumula­ 
tio n o f to p-heav y surpluses.

A large truck stalled 
on th e h igh way about 10:30 p.m., 
its wh eels skidding in th e slippery 
mess.

High way 
crews, 
using snowplows, finally 
cleared th e budge and h igh way, 
Th e beetles are similar in ap­ 
pearance to th e dragon fly, with a 
wingspread ol ulxuit one inch .

Because th e public has beco me 
accustomed to parking o n the no rth 
side of Malone Avenue, 
a reaso n­ 
able time will be allo wed fo r it to 
become familiar with th e fact that 
parking is banned on that side and 
th en th e police h ave been instructed 
to crack down 
offenders. 
Back in 19 36 an agreement was 
made with th e State Highway Co m­ 
mission th at if the latter wo uld 
w iden Malone Av enue and pav e the 
additional 
strip, the city wo uld in 
turn pro v ide fo r the easy flo w o f 
traffic alo ng the highway by eli­ 
minating parking o n o ne side o f 
th e street. An o rdinance, No . 1325, 
was passed banning parking o n the 
north side o f Malo ne Av enue, and 
provided penalties fo r infringement 
of fines o f no t less than $1 no r mo re 
th an $100. 
Alth ough th e agreement made

In so me way , during the inter­ 
v ening 17 y ears so meo ne fo rgo t the 
city’s agreement with the highway 
department, and

when the parking meters were be­ 
ing installed, the city breached its 
own agreement by setting up park­ 
ing meters o n the no rth side o f 
Malo ne.

rolls.” They bear the stigma of 
“ left aut” citizens. They are the 
displaced persons of American so­ 
ciety today. 
The National Chamber of Com­ 
merce proposes to restore them to 
the status of “first class citizens,” 
which they are by right of birth 
or neutralization. 
The National Chamber would 
put all of the retired aged under 
social security and never mind 
whether they have paid social se­ 
curity tax es or not. 
But is this fair? Is it fair to 
those who have paid or are now 
paying social security tax es to 
blanket in nearly 5 million per­

What are the facts? 
The facts are that: 
1. While it is obvious that these 
nearly a million elderly citizens 
j would be receiving OASI benefits 
without having paid into the lund 
at all, the present beneficiaries ol 
OASI have not paid their own way 
either As much as 9 9 pei renr of 
an AOSI beneficiary's benefits are 
paid for by other tax payers 
2. By 19 50 amendments in the 
laws. Congress changed the defini­ 
tion of ‘•insured" and gave benefit 
protection to about 750.000 elderly 
persons who, up to that time, were 
also 
unprotected. 
Under 
this 
change, 
these individuals were 
permitted to pay a token tax of a 
few dollars and qualify for annui­ 
ties worth as much as $20,000, in 
terms of private insurance com­ 
pany policies. No question was 
then raised as to the propriety of 
paying these people benefits fi­ 
nanced almost entirely from tax 
payments of persons now employ­ 
ed. 
3. The 19 50 amendments also in­ 
creased the benefits ol all persons 
then on the beneficiary rolls — 
nearly two and one-half million 
elderly 
people. These increases 
also were to be paid for from tax ­ 
es levied on the currently employ­ 
ed. No one questioned the proprie­ 
ty of this action. 
4. Again, in 19 52, Congress re­ 
vised the benefit formula so that 
persons newly covered in 
1950 
were able to receive payments at 
least 50 times the value of what 
their tax es would buy. No one 
complained. 
5. Actuarial studies Numbers 26 
and 31 published by the Federal 
Security Agency (now the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare) clearly indicate that as 
a group those individuals who 
have paid and are now’ paying so­ 
cial security tax es have received

fo r shady places in the gar- 
I den, where the soil is porous 
and will drained, there is no 
flower more rewarding in garden 
[color and cut blooms than the 
pansy. Beginners who want expe­ 
rience in growing biennial flow­ 
ers should start with the pansy, 
which is treated as a biennial 
' and usually sown in late sum- 
Jmtr. 
fill a “flat” with a mixture 
of sharp sand and your best top 
soil, sifted. Scatter a packet of 
seed evenly over the surface, 
and cover it lightly with sifted 
soil. Keep moist and in the shade 
until the seed sprout, then place 
in a protected location where the 
plants will have a few hours of 
I sunshine daily, and be watered 
I as you do other plants. 
Wien the seedlings are large 
enough to handle, they can be 
I transplanted to other flats spaced 
two inches apart each way; but 
they do .not insist upon this. Let 
them alone if you wish, and when 
freezing weather comes the flat 
will be crowded with vigorous 
plants. Place in a cold frame, 
or in a protected corner near the 
house foundation, where there is 
enough sun to keep down mildew, 
and cover the flat with dry 
leaves. Inspect it occasionally to 
’be sure it is not too dry, but let 
the snow cover it without worry­ 
ing. 
In the spring your pansy plants 
should look much as they did in 
the fail, with dark green leaves 
unfaded beneath the blanket of 
leaves. In a cold frame they can 
be flowered by tulip time, but a 
longer garden display will be ob­ 
tained if the plants are kept in 
the open, and transplanted to the 
chosen place as soon as the soil 
is workable. 
In well drained soil with only 
a few hours sun pansies will 
bloom all summer. The more 
blossoms you cut for indoor use, 
the more the plants will bear. If 
in midsummer the flowers be­ 
come fewer, cut back the top 
growth severely and a new crop 
will follow. 
* 
Violas are treated just like the 
pansies, the difference between 
them being chiefly a matter of 
size, and color markings. Violas 
have the tufted growth of violets, 
and no color blotches, or “faces.” 


Pansies have faces. 


Violas have none. 


When violas are given a pro­ 
tective mulch they will often live 
for several years, but the best 
practice is to start a flat of new 
seedlings every summer. It is 
remarkable how little time it 
takes, and how undemanding are 
the pansy and viola plants. 
In selecting strains for the gar­ 
den, many named varieties of 
both pansies and violas are avail­ 
able, as well as mixtures which 
provide all colors in the remark­ 
able range which these flowers 
possess. Beds of a single color 
are beautiful, but most amateurs 
will find a mixture of colors most 
interesting.

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Pansies and Violas Grow 
Well from Seed Sown Now 


F or shady places in the gar­ 
den, w here the soil is porous 
and w ell drained, 
there is no 
flow er m ore rewarding in garden 
color and cut bloom s than the 
pansy. B eginners who want expe­ 
rience in growing biennial flow­ 
ers should start with the pansy, 
w hich is treated as a biennial 
and usually sown in late sum ­ 
m er. 
F ill a “flat” with a m ixture 
of sharp sand and your best top 
soil, sifted. Scatter a packet of 
seed evenly over the 
surface, 
and cover it lightly with sifted 
soil. Keep m oist and in the shade 
until the seed sprout, then place 
in a protected location w here the 
plants w ill have a few hours of 
sunshine daily, and be watered 
as you do other plants. 
When the seedlings are large 
enough to handle, they can be 
transplanted to other flats spaced 
tw o inches apart each w ay; but 
they do not insist upon this. Let 
them alone if you wish, and when 
freezing w eather com es the flat 
w ill be crowded with vigorous 
plants. P lace in a cold fram e, 
or in a protected corner near the 
house foundation, w here there is 
enough sun to keep down m ildew, 
and 
cover 
the

leaves. Inspect it occasionally to 
be sure it is not too dry, but let 
the snow cover it w ithout w orry­ 
ing. 
In the spring your pansy plants 
should look m uch as they did in 
the fall, with dark green leaves 
unfaded beneath the blanket of 
leaves. In a cold fram e they can 
be flow ered by tulip tim e, but a 
longer garden display w ill be ob­ 
tained if the plants are kept in 
the open, and transplanted to the 
chosen place as soon as the soil 
is w orkable. 
In w ell drained soil w ith only 
a few hours 
sun pansies will 
bloom 
all su m m er. 
The m ore 
blossom s you cut for indoor use, 
the m ore the plants will bear. If 
in m idsum m er the flowers be­ 
com e few er, cut back the top 
growth severely and a new crop 
w ill follow . 
" 
V iolas are treated just like the 
pansies, the difference betw een 
them being chiefly a m atter of 
size, and color m arkings. Violas 
have the tufted growth of violets, 
and no color blotches, or “ faces.” 


P ansies have faces. 


Violas have none. 


W hen violas a re given a p ro ­ 
tective m ulch they will often live 
for several y ears, but the best 
p ractic e is to sta rt a flat of new 
seedlings every su m m er. 
It is 
re m a rk a b le 
how little tim e 
it 
takes, and how un dem and ing a re 
the pansy and viola plants. 
In selecting strain s for the g a r ­ 
den, m a n y n a m e d varieties of 
both pansies and violas are a v a il­ 
able, as well as m ix tu res which 
provide all colors in the r e m a r k ­ 
able ra n g e w hich these flowers 
possess. Beds of a single color 
a re beautiful, but m ost a m a te u rs 
will find a m ix tu re of colors m o st 
interesting.

Pansies and Violas Grow 
Well from Seed Sown Now 


For shady places in the gar­ 
den, where the soil is porous 
and well drained, there is no 
flower more rewarding in garden 
color and cut blooms than the 
pansy. Beginners who want expe­ 
rience in growing biennial flow­ 
ers should start with the pansy, 
which is treated as a biennial 
and usually sown in late sum­ 
mer. 
Fill a “ flat” with a mixture 


of sharp sand and your best top 
soil, sifted. Scatter a packet o f 
seed evenly over the 
s u r f a c e , 


and cover it lightly with sifted 
soil. Keep moist and in the s h a d e 
until the seed sprout, then place 
in a protected location where the 
plants will have a few h o u r s of 
sunshine daily, and be watered 
as you do other plants. 
When the seedlings are large 


enough to handle, they can be 
transplanted to other flats spaced 
two inches apart each way; but 
they do not insist upon this. Let 
them alone if you wish, and when 
freezing weather comes the flat 
will be crowded with vigorous 
plants. Place in a cold frame, 
or in a protected corner near the 
house foundation, where there is 
enough sun to keep down mildew, 
and cover the flat with dry 
leaves. Inspect it occasionally to 
be sure it is not too dry, but let 
the snow cover it without worry­ 
ing. 
In the spring your pansy plants 


should look much as they did in 
the fall, with dark green leaves 
unfaded beneath the blanket of 
leaves. In a cold frame they can 
be flowered by tulip time, but a 
longer garden display will be ob­ 
tained if the plants are kept in 
the open, and transplanted to the 
chosen place as soon as the soil 
is workable. 
In well drained soil with only 


a few' hours sun pansies will 
bloom all summer. The more 
blossoms you cut for indoor use. 
the more the plants will bear. If 
in midsummer the flowers be­ 
come fewer, cut back the top 
growth severely and a new crop 
will follow. 
- 
Violas are treated just like the 


pansies, the difference between 
them being chiefly a matter of 
size, and color markings. Violas 
have the tufted growth of violets, 
and no color blotches, or “ faces.'’ 


Pansies have faces. 


Violas have none. 


When violas are given a pro­ 
tective mulch they will often live 
for several years, but the best 
practice is to start a flat of new 
seedlings every summer. It is 
remarkable how little time it 
takes, and how' undemanding are 
the pansy and viola plants. 
In selecting strains for the gar­ 
den, many named varieties of 
both pansies and violas are avail­ 
able. as well as mixtures which 
provide all colors in the remark­ 
able range which these flowers 
possess. Beds of a single color 
are beautiful, but most amateurs 
will find a mixture of colors most 
interesting.
